_PRIVATE LAN LAND CLAIMS. 


The Supreme Court curt May De- 
cisions of the Lower Tribunal.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 29.—In the Su- 
preme Court today, Chief Justice Fuller 
handed down a decision in the case of the 
United States vs. Earl B. Coe, involving 


zoha, upon a motion to dismiss on the 
ground that Congress had no power to con- 
fer upon the Supreme Court jurisdiction 
to entertain an appeal from a decree of 
the Court of Private Claims, by which 


latter is not vested with power in view 
of any provision of the Constitution. The 
motion to dismiss was denied, and the de- 
cision becomes. of importance as it af- 
fects all the decisions of the Private Land 
Claims Court. The decision concludes as 
follows: 

“As wheresoever the United States ex- 
ercises the power of government, whether 
under specific grant or through the domin- 
ion and sovereignty of plenary authority, 
as over the Territories, that power in- 
cludes-the ultimate executive, legislative 
and judicial power, and it follows that the 
adjudication of all inferior courts estab- 
lished, may, in.accordance with the Con- 
stitution, be. subject to the appellate ju- 
risdiction of the supreme judicial tribunal 
of the government. There has never been 
any question in regard to this as applied 
to Territorial courts, and no reason can be 
perceived for applying a different rule to 
the adjudication of the Court of Private 
Land Claims over the property in the Ter- 
ritories.

Sugar Trust Funds Placed with a 

Syndicate Writer.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 29.—The Evening 
Star publishes a story which gives prom- 
ise of an outcome of interest to the public. 
It. says that if currents reports are true, 
e is a syndicate writer in New York 
whose name is to be found at the foot of | 
articles in many cities of the Union, who 
may have à very unpleasant quarter of an 
hour with the Washington correspondents 
before the next session of Congress shall 
end. The story has reached here, vouched

There are intima- 
tions even that a list was furnished of the 
names of correspondents to whom this 
fund was to be distributed, and that the 
expectation was that it would be expended 
in part in dimners and in part in ways 
that would be appreciated by those for 
whom it was intended. 

It there is anything in this story, it is* 
safe to say that not one dollar of this al- 
leged fund ever passed to the representa- 
tive correspondents for whom it was repre- 
sented that it was intended. The man 
who undertook to disburse this fund did 
so with the full knowledge that it would 
not be safe for him to approach any of the 
gentlemen whose names may have ap- 
peared on this pretended list or any such 
purpose whatever. He not only is not on 
relations of confidence with them, but he 
never calls upon any of 2 when in 
Washington. 

Efforts are being made * ascertain the 
truth of this report, and if it shall be 
found to be correct some of the correspond- 
ents intend that he shall hear more later, 


possibly in the courts and possibly before 
a committee of investigation. 


CHOKED TO DEATH. 


Inmates of a Disorderly House Mys- 
teriously Murdered. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

DENVER, Oct. The inmates of a 
disorderly house on Market street are in 
a state of mind bordering on panic, in 
consequence of the belief that they are in 
danger at the hands of a supposed strang- 
ler. On September 3, Lena Tapper was 
found choked to death in bed, and the 
murder still remains a mystery, although 
Richard Demady, with whom she lived, 
was arrested, and is now under bonds 
awaiting action in his case. Yesterday 
Marie Contassert was found dead in bed, 
and her appearance indicated that she, 
too, had been choked to death. Richard 
Demady, Charley Schoten and John Calla- 
han have been arrested. 

Antonio Santopietro, messenger of the 
police department, and Emil Taymens, 
were also arrested on suspicion. Both 
were in the house, according to their state- 
ments, when the murder was committed, 
yet they heard no disturbance. Taymens 
was employed by the woman as a cook, 
and is said to have been very jealous on 
account of the preference shown by her 
for Santopietro, who had been dismissed 
from the. police force. The murdered wo- 
man is believed to have had considerable 
money, and, as only 75 cents was found in 
the house after the murder, one theory is 
that robbery was the motive of the crime. 


Wheat and Pork.

NEW YORK, Oct. 29.—John 0. Eno re- 
turned to New York on February 20, 1898, 
after an absence of nine years in Canada, 
and went into the office of Edward Miteh- 
ell, United States District Attorney, and 
surrendered himself on the indictment 
against him by the United States grand 
jury, found on June 7, 1894. He was taken 
before Judge Wallace in the Circuit Court, 
and admitted to bail in $20,000. On the 
following day he appeared in general ses- 
sions and pleaded not guilty to six indict- 
ments against him, found by the grand 
jury of the county. He gave bail in $10,- 
000 on the indictment, but his counsel, 
Col. Bliss, argued that the other five did 
not come within the jurisdiction of the

A SCORCHER BY CARL SCHURZ. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 29.—Cooper Union 
was crowded tonight with enthusiastic Re- 
form Democrats to express their determina- 
tion to support Everett P. Wheeler, their 
nominee for Governor. Bx-Secretary Fair- 
child, who presided, made a preliminary 
‘speech. The latter said it was needless for 
him to say more than to thank his friends 
for the evening’s demonstration. 

Carl Schurz was the speaker of 
evening.

CALIFORNIA FRUIT. 


Bleven Hundred Carloads Received 
at New York This Season. 
4ssociated Press Lexsed-wite Sérvion. 

NEW: YORK, Oct. 29.—The receipts: of 
California fruit in New York this season 
have been 1100 carloads, the .value of 
which is $1,000,000.° These ‘figures refer 
to fresh fruit exclusively.. The shipments 
were principally, cherries, apples, peaches, 
plums, pears and grapes. The season de- 
gan about June 1 with cherries, and will 
end on December 1 with grapes. wich are 
now coming 
more are expected. These large figures 
represent a business, which has been ‘built, 
up entirely in eight . years, and is possible 
only by the use of refrigerator cars: 

The fruit is all sold at auction, and the 
scene on the Erie pier at. the foot of 
Chambers street at a sale is an animated 
one. The business in this city. and the 
figures given refer to fruit, for local con- 
sumption. The business is ‘almost wholly 
‘In the hands of Greeks and Californians. 
Wholesale and retail dealers flock to the 
pier at an early hou. Fruit is sold at 
wholesale for the account of the big com- 
mission houses, but often there are small 
lots in a carload, and for these retailers 
are waiting. The sales amount to from 
five to twenty-five cars a day, which 
comes through in eleven days. At 9 o’clock 


mornings is as lively as the wheat pit 
‘of the Chichgo Board of Trade. The fruit 
dealers are not so well dressed as the 
brokers, but they are quite as demonstra- 
tive, and only the stern rebukes. of the 
auctioneer keep them from standing on 
the chairs which they persist in mounting. 
They shake printed lists of the lots wildly 
in the air, wave umbrellas at the auction- 
eer and cheer or decry what pleases or 
displeases them as if they. were in a the- 
ater. 

This season has been an unsatistactoty 
one to the growers, who ‘had iy <4 ex- 
pectation of doing well, owing , the 
virtual failure of the Eastern seein crop. 
But the big railroad strike prevented any 
cars being. sent out during July. ‘Imme- 
diately after the strike ended,. great quan- 
titles of fruit were sent East from Cal) 
fornia,. much of. which was too ripe, be- 
cause it had been kept so long. The result 
Was that this fruit, mostly Bartlett pears, 
sold low. The New Jersey peach crop 
proved larger than was anticipated, and 
prévented good prices on California 
peaches. : 

Care in the prepatation of fruit for mar- 
ket has won for the Californians ‘a dis- 
tinction above growers of similar. fruit in 
other parts of the United States. The de- 
mand for California fruit in New York 
is rapidly increasing. One of the latgest 
dealers in green fruit-in the United States 
estimates that next year more. than 
carloads will be sold hero. There are now 
in cold storage here quantities of 22 
pears from the Pacific Slope, beurre. They 
Winter Nellis and Easter Be 
vm last until spring.

Development of the Fertile Lands 


— 4 


Lying Under the Great Reser - 
voir—-A Region with a 
Bright Future. 


An trip into some of the rich 
virgin . valleys within reach of Los An- 
geles will reveal to the careful observer 
the rapid progress which is being made in 
the work of populating and developing 
“the land where the sun goes down,” and 
will account, in some measure at least, for 
the striking increase in population which 
is now being made, an example of which 
is given by the new registration in this 
county, which shows an increase of not 
less than 25,000 souls within the past two 
years, One day last week General Man- 
ager Watle of the Southérn California 
Railway invited a smal) party of business 
men and friends to accompany him in his 
private car on a little jaunt to Perris, 
San Jacinto, Hemet and return. The 
other members of the party were: Dan 
Freeman, O. A. 8. Sprague of Chicago (now 
residing at Sierra Madre.) J. M. Elliott, 


Col. B. Mayberry, General Frei 
Agent S. B. Hynes; and a 3 
of The Times. 


The route was by the southern e 
the Kite-shaped Track, through 
Yorba, Santa Ana canyon, up the grade to 
and across the plain of Alessandro, and 
into the San Jacinto Valley. The Santa 
Ana and smaller streams ‘were found un- 
usually full of water for this season—a 
fact due, it is believed, to the increased 
use of irrigating water on lands above. 

The Alessandro plain is a broad and 
fertile tract, partially watered by a ditch 
opened a year or two ago from the Bear 
Valley dam, the conduit passing through 
a 2000-foot tunnel on its way from one 
valley to the other. This plain is natur- 
ally dry and very thirsty, and the flow of 
water through the new ditch, said to be 
now 740 inches, inadequate for the needs 
of the soll to be watered, which, embracing 
thousands of acres, probably requires not 
less than 7000 inches for its full needs. 
The work of planting and development is, 
however, proceeding with no Httle energy, 
and trees, grain, vegetables and alfalfa 
are seen growing at many points. -The 
drought of the past season has proved a 
serious drawback to growers of grain on 
the uplands, and in places the crops have 
been either small or a total failure. Al] 
this will be changed when the system of 
irrigation shall have been perfected and 
ig adequate to the needs of the thirsty

was a tremendous undertaking—a task 
second only to the construction of the 
dam itself. Connecting with the pipe line 
which leads down. from the dam to the 
foot ot the mountain, the acequia skirts 
the foathills for a long distance, being 
at every point sufficiently high above the 
valley to enable every foot of the land 
under it to be adequately watered. 
The Hemet dam i located high up in 
the rugged flank of the Sierra. between 
twenty-five and thirty miles distant from 
the main body of the lands which it was 
constructed to ‘water. Here, ‘‘rock- 
ribbed and eternal as the sun,” is a mighty 
reservoir, the dimensions of which far ex- 
ceed those of the famous Bear Valley dam. 
It is the foundation of a great water-de- 
velopment project—one of 
the world. The 
dam have heretofore been described in 
The Times, but the interesting figures will 
bear repetition. The dam is 110 feet hign, 
100 feet thick at the base, 150 feet long 
at the top and 65 feet long at the base. In 
the construction of this great work 100 men 
and scores of teams were continuously em- 
ployed during a period of two years. The 
rock for the dam was taken from 
quarries in the canyon, each huge stone 
being conveyed to its place in the wall by 
means of an ingenious cable system de- 
signed dy Col. Mayberry himself. Here, 
imbedded in cement, and compactly 
wedged in place by smaller stones, the 
great rocks form an indestructible dam, 
which the eminent engineer, J. D. Schuy- 
ler, has pronounced “strong, safe and se- 
‘cure for all ages.“ 
Nature made the elite for this colossal 
reservoir, which is constructed in a naf- 
row gorge the slerra, the pass measur- 
ing only sixty-five feet from side to side, 
and through it rush the foaming waters of 
the south fork of the San Jacinto River. 
I. quote here, from-“‘The Traveler,” a 
graphic description of the work of con- 
struction: 
“To make this construction possible a

of pure mountain streams, and sufficient 
for the irrigation of ten times the area of 
land that lies within reach of its ample 
conduits. A picturesque description, not 
too extravagant for this brave undertak- 
ing, Uses this language: “Gates, firmly 
set in the rigid masonry, regulate the 
flow of water, insuring complete safety 


from floods that someti devastate the 
foothills, In the inf ent event of 
wollen streams by the winter's deluge, 


the waters of the lake can be drained and 
diverted to other channels. The storage 
reservoir, which supplies the canals in 
the more immediate vicinity of the valley, 
has a capacity of 25,000,000 of gallons. Miles 
of flume girdle the foothills, leagues of 
limestone line the walks and drives, climb 
the sun-baked parapets, and shoot through 
the subterranean passages. 

The mighty masonry was welded to- 
gether with ship loads of German cement, 
transported first across the ocean, and 
then at great expense up the rugged moun- 
tain road, which had been ‘specially carved 
out for the purpose, to the site of the 
dam, 6000 feet above the plain below.

Populist Fallacies Explained. 

PASADENA, Oct. 29.—(To the Editor of 
The Times:) In a little pamphlet sent out 
by a Populist ex-judge, to his followers, 
he makes the statement “that the people 
were free from debt in 1865,“ which is in 
& great measure correct. He does not, 
however, fully explain how they came to 
reach that happy condition, but would 
leave the impression by inference that it 
was ‘by reason of money being in abund- 
ence at that time. | 

As right here at this date, the seeds of 
this Greenback-People’s Populistic craze, 
were sown, it would seem proper to explain 
more fully the situation that enabled them 
to pay their debts so easily, and the ef- 


fect it had upon those they paid. For as 


we all know, just before the war many 
were in debt and times“ exceedingly 
hard. To illustrate this point, the writer 
of this, then a boy, living in a Western 
State, had made arrangements to go over- 
land to Nevada, having by hard work and 
‘strict economy accumulated $100 in gold— 
more than he required for the trip, loaned 
it to a neighbor farmer at the then pre- 
vailing rate of ipterest, 10 per cent. per 
annum. Five years later the farmer being 


prosperous in attending to his farm in-. 


stead of going to the war, paid the $100 
principal, with $60 interest (the latter very 
‘reluctantly, however,) in full legal tender 
currency, very highly fnflated at that time. 
At the time the money was loaned prices 
of flour was about $2.50 hundred; 
sugar, 8 cents; tea, about 50 cents per 
pound; prints, 8 to 10 cents per yard; mus- 
lins, 10 to 12 cents per yard, etc. In 1864 
when it was paid, flour was worth $6 to 
per hundred; sugar, about 20 cents per 
pound; tea, $1.50 to $2; prints, 40 to 50 
cents per yard; muslins, 50 to 60 cents, 


Now as the money received for this loan 


was expended for such necessaries, I 
should have been over $100 better off in 
currency had I carried the money in my 
pocket for five years, as gold was worth 
at that time over $2.50. There were cases 
enough of this kind in that locality to 
make it general, and to use the modern 
slang, those that paid their debt so easily 
“had no kick coming then,” but how 
about those they paid? 
soarcely any complaint. The

in that section in the years 1864-5-6 having 


more land, more stock, more 
—— machinery, etc., and to do this bor- 
rowed the cheap money of that date, and 
many mortgaged their farms, and here is
